Larsen kept to the outer edge of 


channel and in less than three min- 
utes had made the great pool.

the trip through the rapids the lltll* 
boat was lost to sight most of the 
time, but at Great Ware it waa *hot 
20 feet out of water. The boat land- 
ed right and continued to th* p**t- 


•Larsen -kept to the outer eadfp «f 


the pool and passed out and 
don 


without accident. 


Just as he left the Hope the en- 


gine stopped and Larsen was at the 
mercy of the waters hardly less Tio- 
leut than those above. 
The little 


boat swung around stern first 
and 


then turned completely over, Laraen 
coming up badly battered. 


From now on Larsen was 
the 


plaything of the mighty river, urn- 
able to hold the course, the 
boat 


swinging from one side to the other. 


After getting through the Devil's 


Hole, the Ferro swung toward the 
rocks ou the American side of 
the 


river. rolled over one boulder and 
went fast between two others. There 
Larsen staid for five minutes, forty 
feet from shore, working desperately 
to release the craft.

Getting free he was hit by a combf 


er and sent careening toward

middle. 
At the bend with Lewimbn 


bridge in sight, the boat drif left to- 
ward the 
American side again and 


was then, caught in the shore eddy. 


The Ferro grounded 
again, thla 


time near enough to shore to 
be 


caught by Roy Rockwell of this citj, 
who 
waded 
into the 
water and 


caught a rope thrown by Larsen. 


Larsen wanted to continue the trip 


but. having accomplished the worjrt 
part of the journey, wa* persuaded 
to board a tiolley to Lewiaton, Mi- 
ting the boat adrift. 


' The trip was worse than I thought 


it would be," said Larsen, "but 1 am. 
not hurt and will do it again some 
lime with another boat. 
My leg wu 


jammed when she tipped over, hut 
that's all. 
The engine worked fine 


through the rapids and could have 
made th« tr:p in half an hour if it 
had not stopped before leaving 
the 


rapids." 


Sunday morning Larsen was sum- 


moned to the police office here be- 
cause he was to touch on this side.

Little Problems of The Home. 


Wilful Daughters. 


One ot the most difficult problems 


of the home is how to manage a head- 
strong, wilful daughter. Manyamother 
tesses uneasily on her pillow at night 
wondering how she will keep Marjorie 
within bounds, or correct some ot her 
bad habits. She has tried all sorts of 
methods, but Marjorie oaly seems to 
slip farther and farther beyond her 
control. The poor mother feels al- 
most helpless and hopeless. She fenows 
something must be done or Marjorie 
may make a smash of her life. Yet 
an almost agonized study of the prob- 
lem bring? no solution. 


It is of no use to tell the mother 
that the child's management shonld 
have begun In the cradle. No doubt 
the mother realizes now that il 
she had nipped Marjorie's wilful- 
ness when it first showed itself, there 
would be no wilf ulness in later years 
to cope with. But this Is another 
Btory. The wilfulness is here, grown 
to monstrous size. What now can be 
done with it? 
When a young girl is headstrong, 


when she does things to which her 
parents object, little Is gained by 
scolding her or by forbidding her to 
do these things. Such a course ia apt 
to arouse only a spirit of opposition, 
to antagonize, perhaps to mate the 
daughter sullen, openly defiant or 
secretly disobedient. She feels that 
her parents are her enemies to be 
battled with in any way by which 
ehe may triumph. No worse thing 
could happen than that parents and 
daughter should be thus ranged on 
opposite sides. 


Sometimes, too, right and wrong 


are placed before a girl in such a 
light that to be good seems to be 
namby-pamby and out of date. She 
does not want to be "goody-goody." 
Going to heaven when she dies does 
not have any particular attraction 
for her. Sitting with a crown on 
her head and a harp in her hand she 
probably thinks would be exceedingly 
dull work. At any rate, dying Is, ehe 
hopes, a long way off, and tie allur- 
ing present, with its good times, -very 
much at hand. So she chooses the 
one and l"ts the other take care of 
itself, to many a virtuous mother's 
horror. She smokes, drinks cocktails, 
seeks places of amusement and asso- 
ciates she shouldn't. AH of which is 
bad for her and will not give her In 
the end the happiest life. But to try 
tn tnra such a girl frdhi these things 
00 ' • ' '•- vf ricrht and wrong will 


Few young girls are so hardened 


that they will not respond to love 
and a genuine sympathetic interest 
in their affairs. Instead of a mother's 
ranging herself in opposition to her 
daughter, or of scolding, upbraiding 
or ordering her to stop doing certain 
things, let her go over to the girl's 
Bide. Instead of forbidding her to 
smoke cigarettes because, it is wrong, 
let her drop the moral side of the 
question and appeal to the girl's com- 
mon sense. With such girls it is bet- 
ter to get off of a high ethical plat- 
form which they care nothing about 
and come down to such matter-of- 
fact things aa to how these habits 
will affect her Complexion. When a 
girl realizes that yon are quite as 
much interested in her future right 
here on earth, as you are in her 
heavenly career, shell listen to you. 


Go over the ground with her in a 


loving, bat common sense, way. Show 
her particularly what her bad habits, 
whatever they may be, mean to her 
looks, to her manners; that these re- 
snlts, in tarn, will cut her off from 
the nicest associates and cause her 
to be leas happily married. Picture 
what a happy marriage and a happy 
home may be hers with the right 
sort of people, and what an unhappy, 
discordant home is hers with the 
wrong sort of associates- When this 
is done lovingly, and at the same 
time in a practical, commonsense sort 
of way that appeals to her own good 
sense and judgment, few are the 
young girls who will not respond. 


Let the mother range herself on 
the girl's side, appear to see with her 
daughter's eyes, yet diplomatically 
point out things the daughter does 
not see- Let her lead without appear- 
ing to lead. Let her suggest that 
they go here, or do that, or have So- 
and-So for a visit. Let her surround 
her daughter with the right influ- 
ences, without, htwever, making any 
fuss about, it: let her give her daugh- 
ter a good time with the right sort 
of people and the right, environment, 
and few will be the girls who will 
not respond to such loving interest, 
or who will not see for themselves 
the difference between the good and 
the bad. and that the good holds the 
most in life for them. Many a girl 
can be lead, if she does not see the 
leading strings, who never can be 
driven.

PROGRESS OF THE GREAT 


POLITICAL TIDAL WAVE 


The first elect urn held in the United States after 


the eiuu-tiueut of the Payiie-Aldrieh tariff bill, after the 
Taft administration trot in full swing, after the rise of 
the insurgent inovenient. was to seleet a successor to the 
lamented representative Oe Arinond, of Missouri. Re- 
publicans boasted that they would carry the district 
and sent much money and their best speakers there for 
the moral effect a Republican victory would produce. l)e 
Arinond, one of the ablest Democrats or members that sat 
in the National House in a jreneration. had been re- 
peatedly returned to Congress by a maximum plurality 


of I'UH). Despite Republican activity in the district, a 
Democrat was elected to succeed him by '3900.

Our text haa not yet been fulfilled, 


but we believe tbe beginninc °* lu 
fulfillment to be near. It pictures 
•tab's Kiugdoui. for which Christian 
people hav« long been waiting and 
praying. "Thy Kingdom come; thy will 
be done on earth aa in heaven"—the 
aame Kingdom for which the Jewa ao 
long watted and are still waiting. Our 
text relates, not to the spiritual part of 


e Kingdom, which the Gospel Church 
called to share, but to the earthly 


part of tue Kingdom, which belongs to 
tbe natural seed of Abraham. 
A 


great mistake has been made by many 
of us lirtfee past. In that we hare not 
discerned and acknowledged the two 
Israels, spiritual and natural, and the 
•eparate rewards and blessings appor- 
tioned to these by the l>lvlne promises 
of the Scriptures. Both are to be used 
of God In fulfilling the promise made 
to Abraham—In blessing all tbe fami- 
lies of the earth. 


After the completion of Messiah. Head 


and Members, on the plane of glory, 
the New Covenant i«UI be Inaugurated 
with Israel, as the Scriptures distinct- 
ly teach (Jeremiah MX!. 31-34). Our 
text, therefore, waits for its accom- 
plishment nntil the last member of the 
elect Church of Christ shall have pass- 
ed beyond tbe ?alL 


Israsl th* Earthly R*pr*s«ntativ*. 
In the symbolic language of th« 


Scriptures a mountain is always sym- 
bolical of a Kingdom. 
Hence the 


mountain of the Lord's house means 
the Kingdom of God and that royal 
house or family recognized by him. 
For Instance, we read that David sat 
upon the throne of the Kingdom of 
the Lord and that God made a Cov- 
enant with him.* "even the sure mer- 
cies of Darid"—vtoL. that none but his 
Seed, his posterity, would ever be rec- 
ognized as the DlTinely appointed rep- 
resentatives of God in kingly author- 
ity and power. In other words. Mes- 
alan was to be the offspring of David, 
the great antityplcal David (Beloved), 
who must "reign from sea to sea and 
from the river to the ends of the 
earth." 
The Messiah-King on the spirit plan*, 


the Son of God (and like God invisible 
to men. as are also the angels), is the 
antitypieal David and the antityplcal 
Solomon, the wise, the great, the rich. 
In the days of his flesh our Lord was 
the Son of David according to the 
flesh, though begotten of a divine life 
not tainted by any human imperfec- 
tion. He was. therefore, holy, harm- 


. nndefiled and separate from sln- 
j. His faithfulness to the will of 


tue Father made him subject to all 
of the experiences of suffering and 
death, as expressed In his own words. 
The cup which my Father hath ponr- 
ed for me. shall I refuse to drink 
It? His obedience unto death, even 
the death of the cross, demonstrated 
his loyalty to tbe last degree and he 
received the high reward appropriated. 
-Him hath God also highly exalted 
and given a name that is above every 
name, that at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow. both of things in 
heaven and things in earth.** 


Exalted to the right hand of Divine 


favor he waits only for the Father's 
time to take to himself his great power 
and reign (Revelation ii. 17). Meantime 
in harmony with tbe Divine will, pur- 
posed before tbe foundation of the 
world, he acts as advocate for such as 
hare the bearing ear and the obedi- 
ent heart and will now respond to the 
special Invitation of the Gospel Age 
That call is to leave the world. Its 
•ins. Its pleasures and its hopes, and 
to walk by faith In the exceeding great 
and precious promises of God—the 
things which eye hath not seen nor 
ear heard, neither hath entered Into 


Thus as the Master said, speaking of 
that time.' "Ye shall see Abraham. 
Isaac. Jacob and tbe prophets in tbe 
Kingdom" (Luka xlli. 28). 


God's Kingdom will be represented 


in the earth by Israel—especially by 
these saintly men of Israel, resurrect- 
ed perfect, who will be tbe special ap- 
pointees and representatives Of the 
glorified Messiah's rule. Aa it is writ- 
ten, instead of thy fathers (tbe an- 
cient saintly ones were styled "the 
fatktrt." as Jesus was styled tbe Son 
of Abraham and David) shall be thy 
children, whom tbou mayest make 
princes In all th* earth (Psalm xlv. 
16). These princes, acting under and 
continually in contact with tbe spirit- 
ual Kirigdom and rulers styled in tbe 
Scriptures "the royal priesthood." will, 
of course, be so superior in their wis- 
dom and power as to command tbe 
obedience of the whole earth. The na- 
tion of Israel, with whom they are re- 
lated, would naturally respond more 
quickly than others to the Xew order 
of things, which will be just that for 
which they have been waiting and 
praying for more than thirty centuries. 


All Nation* Flow Unto It. 


In these words the Lord through the 


prophet assures as of tbe wonderful 
success which will attend the estab- 
lishment of the New Empire of earth, 
the dominion of the Prince of light, 
which will supersede the dominion of 
tbe Prince of darkness, when Satan 
shall be bound for a thousand years, 
that he may deceive the peoples no 
more. 
Messiah's Kingdom win be 


high above all other Kingdoms, not 
only in its grandeur, majesty and an- 
thority. but also In the lofty principles 
which It will represent. Thus it is 
written. "He shall lay righteousness to 
the line and justice to tbe plummet 
and tbe hail [Truth] shall sweep away 
the refuge of lies" (Isaiah xxvtti. 17). 
Nevertheless, as tbe world shall come 
to appreciate the new order of things 
all nations shall flow unto H. How up 
to It—contrary to the downwardness 
of fallen human nature. It will make 
manifest such wonderful rewards for 
righteousness and obedience to God and 
it will so make manifest the stripes 
that must attend all willful disobedi- 
ence to the Divine arrangement that 
the Scripture will be fulfilled which 
declares that'when the judgments of 
the Lord are abroad In the earth, the 
inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness (Isaiah xxvi. 9). 


Humanity for sir thousand years 


has been learning "the exceeding sin- 
fulness of sin." its downward tenden- 
cy hi every sense of the word. Every 
form of government has been tried in 
an endeavor to secure the greatest 
amount of blessing. But the uniform 
results have been that those exalted to 
place and influence and power have 
proved themselves unequal to the op- 
portunities and temptations of the po- 
sitions and have abased them selfishly. 
Whoever Is acquainted with history 
realizes the truthfulness of all this. 
If some of us have hoped that the gen- 


attd iwntoulii* Justly), and skatt re- 
buke many people; and tbey shall beat 
their swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning books.

•hall not lift up sword against nation, 
neither shall tbey learn war any wore."

By, the time this prophecy 
will have begun to be fulfilled, spir- 
itual Israel will be beyond the vale. 
It Is in full harmony with tnU that 
we read in the fifth verse. "O house of 
Jacob. Come ye and let us walk in the 
light of the Lord." This is particular- 
ly tbe time when this message to nat- 
ural Israel should go forth. 
We un 


derstand the Scriptures to teach that 
during tbe next few years tbe Lord 
will have special dealings with Israel 
hi connection with this calL He will 
point out to tbem the way of righteous- 
ness and tbe great privileges that are 
theirs as a people, because of Divine 
promises to their fathers. Abraham. 
Isaac and Jacob, etc. But only those 
who respond by turning to tbe light 
»f God's Word to walk In It will be 
hi the proper condition of bean and 
obedience to promptly get the blessing 
at tbe beginning of Messiah's reign.
